E are, here, aſſembled, my beloved Bre- 

V \/ thren, to celebrate the Happy Acceſſion of 
Her moſt Excellent Majeſty to the Throne 

of Her Anceſtors, as upon this Day; the Annual 
Return of which Day is appointed, by Authority, 


for magnitying God's Glory; for reminding us of 


the many great Bleſſings we receive under Her Maje- 


{ties moſt Auſpicious Reign; the Incitement of Vertue 
in all; the Satisfaction, of the People; and ſupport- 
ing their Loyalty, and good Affection to the Govern- 
ment. jy ” 

This 45th Pſalm, we find, is full of Exultation, 
Joy, and Expreſſion of Triumph for the happy State 
of the Church, by the Acceſſion of Salomon to the 
Crown: My Heart is enditing a good matter, which J 
have made, touching the Kine, 1. e. my Heart is full 
of a Feſtival Song, which I am ready to utter in 


Praiſe of King Salomon. Thou art fairer. than the Chil- ver. x. 
dren of Men, thy Speech is acceptable, and perſwaſive, Ver. 2. 


Grace is poured into thy Lips. Thou loveſt Righteouſ- 
zeſs, and hateſt Iniquity, therefore God, even thy God, 
hath anointed thee with the Oyl of Gladneſs above thy 
fellows. There was ſuch Univerſal Joy and Accla- 
mation, among his Subjects, at his Inauguration, AZ 
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x Kin, f. 40. the People came up after him, and piped with Pipes, and

rejojced with great Joy, jo that the Earth rent with the 


ſound of them. And, upon theſe Accounts, the Pſal- 


miſt cloſeth his Praiſes with this gracious Promiſe in 
the Text, I will make thy Name, &c. 
This Pſalm, then, we find, is a Triumphant Song 
in Praiſe of Salomon, upon his Acceſhon to the 
Throne, with Expreſſions of higheſt Satisfaction in 
his Government, and firm Expectations of all Proſpe- 
rity in his Reign, not doubting, but God will ue 
his Name to be remembred in all Generations, &c. 
The Firſt Chapter of the Firſt Book of Kings 
gives a particular Account of Salomons Acceſſion to 
the Throne: That Adonij ab, a Man neither acceptable 
to the Church, or State, uſurps the Throne; and by 
the help of a few Friends, diſaffected Perſons to 
David, obtain'd the Title of King, under the Prætext 
of a Priority in Succeſſion, and they eat and drank 


together, and call'd him King. But David hearing of 
it had Indignation at his Inſolence, and by his Ap- 


pointment, at the Requeſt of the Prieſts, the Pro- 
phets, and great Men of the Land, and Zadoſ the 
Prieſt, (for Abiathar the High Prieſt was in the Inte- 
reſt of Adonijah) and Nathan the Prophet, - and the 


mighty Men, with others of the Community, brought 


Salomon to Gihon + And Zadok the Prieſt took an Horn 
of Oyl out of the Tabernacle, and anointed Solomon ; 
aud they blew the Trumpet, and all the People ſaid, God 
ſave the King: And they piped with Pipes, and rejoyced 
with great Joy, &C. | : 

I need not expreſs the Analogy of Circumſtances ; 
but, in the main, there could not be a more intire 
Conſent, or Expreſſions of greater Joy, at the Inau- 

guration 
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guration of King Salomon, than there was at the Co- 
ronation of Queen Anne. *Tis impoſſible to expreſs 
the Triumph of that Day. Exceſs of Joy might be 
ſeen in the Eyes of all Orders of People in the Land, 
the vaſt Congreſs of Nobility, and Gentry in Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, the inconceivable number of Specta- 
tors, whoſe chearful Countenances ſhew'd (it any 
Signs can ſhew) the ſincere, inward Joy, and perfect 
Satisfaction of their Hearts, And is there not the 
fame Reaſon for our Joy upon this Annual Return 
of the Feaſt of Her Happy Acceſſion to the Throne ? 
Or, rather, ſhould I not ſay, there is greater Reaſon 
of Joy, and Thankſgiving, on hi Day, than at 
Her firſ# Acceſſion ; ſince all the Happineſs we but 
promis'd our ſelves at that time (though upon the 
moſt ſolid Grounds, and firm Perſwaſion,) we have 
enjoy'd ever ſince, to this very Day; and doubt 
not, will be continued to the End of Her Happy 
Reign; and Her Name will be remembred in all Ge. 
nerations, and the People ſhall praiſe Her for ever and 


ever, 


There are Three Things which recommend a Prince 
to Poſterity.

Firſt, Benignity of Temper, good Diſpoſitions, 
and a tender Regard to His People. EE 

For Greatneſs and Power are apt to blow up cor- 
rupted Nature into an Imagination; and high Conceit 
of themſelves, as if they were to be ador'd. Hence 
they become haughty, and inſolent to Inferiors, look 
upon them as their Creatures, and Property, born to 


—— 


ſerve; and they expect a ready complyance to their 


unreaſonable Commands. Thus Lncifer and Eve, We 
fall be as Gods ; Pharaoh, Nebucha4nezzar, &c. This 


makes them hateful to Men, who have, all, a good 


Opinion of themſelves : this treaſures up Diſcon- 
tents, and Wars, They are too apt to deny God's 
Providence, and call his Protection, and Care of the 
World into queſtion, as the Pſalmiſt complains, How 
long ſhall the wicked triumph? How long ſhall the 
workers of iniquity boaſt themſelves © They break in 
pieces thy People, and murther the Widow, and Father- 
leſs, yet they ſay the Lord ſhall not ſee, neither ſhall 
the God of Jacob regard it, Thus when God had ex- 
alted Pharaoh, and rais'd him up to be King of Egypt, 
he outbraves, and dares the Almighty, —Who is the 
Lerd, that I ſhould obey his voice, and let Iſrael go ? 
I know not the Lord, neither will I let Iſrael go. 

And again, when Nebuchadnezzar was at reſt in his 


own Houſe, and flouriſ d in his Palace; then he ſays, 
Is not this great Babylon, that I have built for the 


Houſe of the Kingdom, by the Might of my Power, 
and for the Honour of my Majeſty 2 Such was the 
Vanity of his Spirit, in this flouriſhing Condition, 
that he arrogantly, and vainly, attributed the Build- 
ing of that vaſt City to himſelf; which was built, 


and is famous in Story for the Greatneſs of it, ſome 


Ages 
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Ages before he was born : but at the ſame time, he 
makes no mention at all of that God by whom Kings 
Reign; thinks not on that Lord, who, except He 
build the Houſe, their labour is but loſt that build it. Pal. 127. 1. 
And we find his Succeſs was according to his Merit; 
that he was depriv'd of his Underſtanding, became Dan. 4. 1. 
uncapable of Government, run diſtracted for a ſea- 
ſon (as the beſt Expoſitors interpret that place) as 
it ſeems evident by the 34th and 36th Verſes, his 
Onderſtanding return'd to him; intimating that, be- 
fore, he was depriv'd both of his Reaſon and his 
Kingdom. Thus Pride and Vanity are too often the 
Attendants of the 0+ 10% ter Ge and bein 

Il, as Salomon expreſſes it, 1 eny God, and ſay, Prov. 3. 9. 
3 88 72 

Now the contrary Diſpoſition pleaſes, as much as 
the other exaſperates. Mankind have great Courage, 
and will be led, but not driven ; uſe them like Men, 
and you rule their Hearts. 

And may I not with all the Juſtice imaginable 
affirm, That our moſt Gracious Sovereign does all 
this to a Miracle. Her Majeſty is pleas'd to be Be- 
nign, and Kind, and Courteous to the laſt degree; 
full of Condeſcenſion, Pity, Help, Compaſſion, dif- 
fuſive and vaſt Charity, hard to conceive an ill Im- 
preſſion, eaſy to forgive; but this is mingled with 
ſuch a Majeſty, and govern'd with ſuch Prudence, 
that, at the ſame time She uſes this Gracious Conde- 
ſcenſion, She ſo governs the manner of it, that She 
. loſes no Reſpect, but wins your Affections, and in- 
creaſes Her Regard. She appears, at once, both 1 
Queen, and Friend. That's the Firſt. TY * = . 
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0 II. The Second Thing, that cternizes the Memory of 
i Princes, is their Piety towards God, and the Care of 
= - his Worſhip, and Service, their ſignal Acts of Bounty,

It is incident to Mankind (ſuch is the Corruption 
= Deut. 32. x5. of Human Nature) to kick againſt God, as Jeſurun, 
[if when they find themſelves Great, and Potent. The 
Fleſh prevails oyer their Reaſon, and they. are too 
often abandon'd to Pride, and Pleaſure ; never think 
of God, from whom they derive all this z they ra- 
ther think, that they themſelves are Gods, and that 
. all People ſhould fall down, and worſhip them. 
Sometimes they deny him ; (as I have already inti- 
mated) ſometimes they think it but equal to divide 
the Empire with him ; or elſe, (which is too com- 
mon) they never think of him at all; or not with 
that juſt Reverence, and ſingular Devotion, as they 
| ought : Hence comes Tyranny, or Power exercis'd 
bratiſhly, and without regard; all Dependance, and 
Account to the Supream Being quite forgot. A 
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Lyon, therefore, will be remembred with as much 

Reſpect, as ſuch a Prince, or a Whirlwind, Storm, 
# or Tempeſt. When ſuch a Prince dyes, the People 
„ rejoyce, But by how much, then, a Prophane, 
1 Atheiſtical Prince is abhor'd, while he lives, and, if 


remember'd at all, tis with Horror after his Death, 
FM as Nero, Caligula, &c. by ſo much a Prince, who 
WM! lives in the Fear of God, and a Senſe of his De- 
| pendance on him; who is conſtant in Devotion, 
E. zealous for the Service of God, and the Propagation . 
i of his true Religion; who encourages Vertue, and 
I ſi 4 1 Pet. 2. 14. is 4 Praiſe to them that do well; ſuch a one, I ſay, is 
1 rever'd, and honour'd while he lives, and his Name 
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foall be had in everlaſting remembrance : His Sub- 
jects love him, becauſe they are ſafe in him, when 
the Law of God is the Rule of his Adminiſtrati- 
on. A true Principle of Piety will prevent all 
the Evils of Government, (as Tyranny, Oppreſ- 
fion, Inſolence, ec.) and promote all the Bene- 
fits of Society; becauſe impartial Juſtice towards 
all the People, will be duly adminiſtred, and the 


Common Good advanc'd. Thus Righteouſneſs ex- Prov. 14. 34: 


alts 4 Nation, and the People will love the Hand, 
and the Memory of thoſe Princes, by whom they 
receive ſo great Advantages ; ſuch a Prince ſhall 
never dye; but will be lodg'd in every ones 
breaſt, as a ſingular Rarity, to be quoted upon 
all Occafions, under the Oppreſſions that may hap- 
pen in Afﬀter-Reigns ; nor ſhall ſach an one 

ever thought of withont a Sigh, a Wiſh, and the 
greateſt Reſpect to his Memory. Dear, alſo, are 
ſuch Princes in the ſight of God. It was not King 
David's Perſonal Vertues, but his Reſolution to 
build a Houſe for the Worſhip of God, and re- 
form Religion, encouraging the Practice of it, and 
adding a Luſtre to it by his own Example ; it 
was this, I ſay, that was the Ground and Reaſon 
of that moſt eminent Title, with which God was 
pleas'd to honour him (and none other before, or 


ſince, except his Son) of being a Man after Bist Sam. 3. 13.

And ſuch an one, upon the ſame Account, is

Devotion, encouraging the Societies for Reforma- 
tion of Manners'; obtaining. our Liturgy, and a 
Church of our Communion. to be ſettled in other 
Countries. But, above all, by Her unexampl'd 
Bounty to the Clergy out of Her own Eſtate. 
This will eternize Her Name ; a true Nurſing 
Mother, whoſe Children will praiſe Her in the 


Prov. 31. 31. Gates, and riſe up, and call * Bleſſed for even. 
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That's the Secon 


_ The Third Thing, that recommends a Prince to 
Pofterity, is a wiſe Admiuiſtration; Enacting 
wholſome Laws for a perpetual Good to the Coun- 
try. Theſe. make a Prince's Name to be had in 
everlaſting remembrance, | Goodneſs creates Affecti- 
on ; that, manag'd by Wiſdom, raiſes Admirati- 
on, which will /aſt according to the Greatneſs, 
and Value of it. Thus Solon, Licurgu, &c. 
wall F remembred for the good Laws they eſta- 
bliſh' d. | 
And ought not our Queen to be remembred upon 
the ſame Account? Iz General, For Her Readi- 
neſs to Conſent to all Wholſome Laws at the De- 
ſire of Her People. In Particular, That Law for 
the Security of the Succeſſion in the Proteſtant 
Line will never be forgot, ſince Poſterity will, for 
ever, reap the Advantage of it. Thus the Church, 
and State are, hereby, deliver'd from Popiſh Ty- 
ranny, and Superſtition. The Memory of its Au- 
thor will be as durable, as the good Effects of the 
Law it ſelf. By this Her Majeſty has taken Care 
of us to all Poſterity. It is endleſs to recount 
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Her Wiſdom, and Prudence in Her Government, 
Her Wiſe Council, and great Diſpatch She makes 
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uſe of, which ſhews Her earneſt Sollicitude to 


make Her People happy. How, then, ſhould She 
ever be forgotten? How can it be otherwiſe, than 
that Her Name ſhall be remembred in all Genera- 


tions ? How ſhould this oblige us to the ſame Af- 
fection nom, as at Her firſt Acceſſion to the Throne. 
We ſhould never liſten to any thing in Her Dif- 


paragement, or the Diſparagement of Her Ad mi- 


niſtration; but interpret favourably and dutifully 
of all Publick Actions. Private People do not 
underſtand the Reaſons of State. Let us be good 


Subjects, and put Her Majeſty under no Neceſſities ; 


let us ſtick firmly to Her; be jealous for Her (that 


is of Her Enemies) but not of Her. 


But alas !' of Thoſe who are againſt Her there 
are too many (not to mention thoſe: abroad) 
among us, Enemies of our own ; as if they were 


of an other Country, an other Kindred, and an 


other Intereſt. We for Liberty, and Property, 
They for Tyranny, and Confufion. It frets their 


Souls to obſerve any Probabi'ity of Settlement, or 
Peace; to ſee us continue ſo juſt a War, with fo 
little Inconvenienece ; that we plainly ſtraiten, and, 
in a little time, have hopes to tame the Common 


Enemy of Europe; to find, that we are able to 


keep the War out of our Country, and preſerve 


our Eſtates, and Properties; and that we flouriſh 
too (ſpeaking of the Nation in general) as much 


as is poſſible, under this neceſſary Defence of our 
ſelves, that we are engagd in. If any thing ſeems 
2 1 t 
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to go ill with us, it is a Pleaſure to them z they 
love to make the worſt of that, which does but 
look amiſs. Their Actions and Converſation ſhew, 
that, in their Heart, they defire we were under 
thoſe Diſtreſſes, which they will perfwade them- 
- (elves, we are falling into. 

But for Lewis the Great, his Character muſt be 
rais'd, his Faults be colour'd, his Glories magni- 
fy'd, bis Puiſſance matchleſs, his Victories oh how 
eaſy ! ſo that one would imagine, by their Dif- 
courſe, it was only his Civility that makes him 
proceed ſo ſlowly in his Conqueſts, while we gain 
Victories every Year, and he returns us his Towns 
in Complyance. 

Oh Prodigious ! Oh Unnatural 1 That t 
ſhould have a greater Reſpect to the Tntereſt of 
France, than their own Native Country. This is 
ſo ridiculous, as well as factious, that they would 
be ſure, as a Puniſhment of their Folly, if the 
French King ſhould ever have any Power here, 


_ (which is impoſſible) to fall under his Contempt, 


and Scorn. And yet, for all this, they love to 
meet, and applaud themſelves for their ſtanding 
out; pleaſe, 2 flatter one another in their pre- 
tended Steddineſs to Principles; ſhew their Parts 
in finding fault with our preſent Beſt of Govern- 
ments, and the Managery of Affairs; they ſtart a 
Fancy, draw a Scheme, and then enjoy and hug 
the remote, and diſtant Hopes, — they have 
vainly raiſed, of Succeſs. 

- And- thus theſe. Enemies of onr Church, and 
TT” ſupport their 9 for they abhor 


our 
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our Welfare, and cannot endure our Eaſe, and 
make uſe of all imaginable Arts to foment Diſ- 
putes, and Differences among us. But is this Zeal 
(if I may fo call it) truly Chriſtian, which puts 
them upon propagating their own Opinions, and 
Perſwaſions by unjuſt Frauds, Faction, Diſloyalty, 
Violence, and Oppoſition to the preſent moſt hap- 
py Government? Can theſe Men be ſaid to have 
2 Zeal of God who pretend to reform the Church, Rom.+10. 2. 
as it is ow Seitled, or to regulate our preſenk Go- 
vernment as by Law Eſtablifd 2 No, theſe Peo- 
ple, inſtead of being zealous according to Know- 
ledge, have haughty Hearts, and lofty Eyes, exer- 
ciſing themſelves in matters, and things too high for 
them, rather than live quietly, and ſpeak well of 
N Digni biet, and honour the Queen: Theſe are pre- 
ſumptuous ſelfwill d, whoſe conſtant Delight, Sa- 2 Pet. 2. 10. 
tisfaction and Endeavour, is to ridicule the Go- 
vernment, to give heed to lying Fables, and diſre- 
a ſpect their Superiors in Church, and State; whilſt 
every of them wiſhes, with Abſalom, O that II Sam. 15. 4. 
were 4 Ruler in Iſrael. And this is the Spirit of 
theſe zealous Men, theſe Men of honeſt, true Prin- 
ciples (as they term themſelves) who all this while, 
precipitately, and* furiouſly maintain their. own. 
Private Opinions, againſt the Common Good of 
their Country; and, like Nebuchadnezzar, firit fet- 
up an {dot of their own Invention, and then con- 
demn the whole Kingdom for not falling down, 
and worſhipping the Golden Image, that they 
themſelves have ſet up. And thus their Zeal not 
being grounded upon Reaſon, Diferetion, and 
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Prudence, - degenerates into Fury, and Madneſs : 
For what would become of us, it our Liberties, 
or the Liberties of Europe, were invaded by our 
Enemies, but eſpecially the French? What terri- 
ble Apprehenſions muſt People have (who lay 
alide Paſſion, and Prejudice, and give themſelves 
leave to think) of a French Government among 
us? If any thing like to a Generous Temper, to- 
wards this Nation, has yet appear'd in their Mo- 
narch, we might believe his Pretenſions, with leſs 
Reflection upon our Wiſdom. 

Hut is not his Glory, and the Enlargement of 
his Dominions his ſupreme, and leading Principle? 
And would he not make all Powers, States, and 
Potentates, even his holy Father, (his God) the 
Pope himſelf ſubmit, and yield to it 2, What then 
can we expect from him, who have always been 
his Envy, a Thorn in his Side, the Bar in his Way, 
the Balance of his Unjuſt Deſigus, and have al- 
ways turn'd the Scales? What can any ſenſible 
Men expect, but utter Slavery, if a French Power, 
upon any Pretence, ſhould ever prevail among 
us? Their Religion deſtroys the Seeds, and Prin- 
ciples of Univerſal Charity, of Candour, Benig- 
nity, and Good Will to all Mankind.; and inſtead 
of theſe, has ſuperinducd another, a Diabolic 
Form upon them, a ſullen Diſpoſition towards all 
the Chriſtian World, that are not Members of 
their depraved, polluted Church. And that, not 
only to hate our Worſhip, in our Church Commu- 
nion, nay, or any Civil Friendſhip with the Here- 
ticks, as they call us ; but hardly to have any 
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regard to us as Men, but to break their Faith with 
us, to cheat, and abuſe us without Regret, 40 
bring us to Deſtruction, to ſeiſe our Poſſeſſions, 
deſtroy our Perſons, and root the whole Society 
of Proteſtants out of the World. And theſe very 
Principles, without any other Circumſtances, are 
ſufficient, at any time, to ſtimulate theſe furious 
Zealots to any Miſchief, that a favonrable Oppor- 
tunity ſhall put into their Power. | 
And, ow, beſides their Antichriſtian Principles, 
(which will act readily enough, when occaſion 
offers) their Minds are reſtleſs upon collateral Rea- 
ſons ; their Souls are galPd, and fretted, and, to 
the fierceneſs of their Principles, is added an im- 
patience of Revenge. 
They thought, ſome Years ago, that this King- 
dom was their own ; that the Proteſtant Religion 
ſhould be perſecuted, their invincible Enemy, the 
Church of England, ruin'd, the Engliſh Liberties 
reſolv'd intirely into the Will of the King, and that 
they ſhould ſhare in the ſpoil of all theſe Glorious 
Victories. But all their malicious Deſigns were 
prevented at that time, and have, ever fince, con- 
tinu'd to be unſucceſsful, 3 
One would think, that zheſe were the only Ene- 
mies of our Queen, and Country. But alas 
there are too many amongſt us (as I have already 
ſhewn) who boaſt of their being the moſt zealous 
Proteſtants, and the better, and more pure part of 
our Church too, who join themſelves to Baal-Peor, Numb. 25. 3. 
and approve themſelves as bitter Enemies to the 
preſent Government, as the Roman Catholigs them- | 1 
ſelves. C But , 
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Subjects, and well prizcip'd Men, adhere firmly 
to Her Majeſty, and Government ; and endeavour 
after the beſt information, and moſt ſober, and 
rational Conviction of Conſcience in their. Actions; 
conſider, perpend, and weigh it well, whether 
this, or that Action, they do, tends to the Glory 
of God, the Public Good, and the Unity of the 
Church. It is good, ſays St. Paul, to be zealouſly 
affected in 4 good cauſe only let our Zeal be ma- 
nag'd with Wiſdom, and regulated by Prudence, 
and Diſcretion, acted with Charity, allay'd with 
Meekneſs, temper'd with Humility, and operated 
by Love. For the Performance of which ſevera] 


Duties we muſt reſolve, (if we would be an happy 
People) 1 ; 


Firſt, To lead a good Life. | 

Secondly, To live in Unity, and Concord, one 
with an other. . 

Thirdly, To have an open, ſincere, and unre- 
ſerv'd Loyalty to Her Majeſty, who has an- 
ſwer'd all Objections, and done for the Public, 
as none before Her.

his Laws. Many, and great, are the Arguments 


by 
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by which a Nation may be mov'd to amendment 
of Life. Religion, or an awful apprehenſion of 
God, as the Creator, and Governour of the World, 
engages his Providence on our fide, and on the 
contrary, Sin, and Wickedneſs is infinitely preju- 
dicial, and miſchievous. If we conſider either the 
Nature of God, or the Impurity of Sin, He ig » 725 
purer Eyes than to behold Iniquity without deteſta- Hab. 1. 45. 
tion; and Sin is an abſolute contrariety to the 
Nature of God. How can Eſſential Juſtice be at 
Peace with the Unrighteous Man? Or iufinite Ho- 
lineſs be reconciPd to a Man of impure Deſires, 
and Affections? Or how can Infinite Wiſdom and 
Goodneſs, be otherwiſe than extreamly diſpleas'd 
with the Turpitude of Vice, and the Folly of 
Luſt, and Sin ? Sin is walking contrary to God, a 
deſpiſiug, rejecting, and ſetting him at ought, a 
preſſing him, as a Cart is preſs d, that is oy of : 
Sheaves, as the Lord complains of the Children of Amos 2. 13. 
Iſrael, notwithſtanding thoſe great, and eminent 
Favours he had beſtow'd upon them. 

Tho? God has a tender Regard for this Church, 
and Kingdom, that he feems, as it were, to place 
his Name, in an eſpecial manner, amongſt us; 
yet, it we wilfully diſobey his Laws, and live in 
open Defiance to, and Rebellion againſt him, it . 
is ſo great a Crime, that notwithſtanding the ſig- 
nal Inſtances of Favour towards us, he can, yet, 
deliver us into the Hands of that Enemy, whoſe 
Mercy is Cruelty. That's the Firſt. |

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Secondly, Let us reſolve to live in Unity, and, 
Concord, one with an other. 6 

A firm Reſolution to reform our Lives and Man- 
ners, does naturally lead us to be eaſy, and quiet, 
one with an other; we ſhall be contented in our

under Her Majeſties moſt Auſpicious Government; 
we ſhall ſtudy to live quietly, and not meddle with 
thoſe who are given to change. We ſhall all be as 
one Man, united in one Common Intereſt, and 
drive on the ſame Deſign. And there are none 
but muſt perceive how T his, in the firſt place, con- 
tributes to our Safety; indeed, how impoſſible it 
is that we ſhould be ſafe without it; and how 
much ſtronger we are, when our Force is thus 

united, than when one part of it draws. one way, 
the other an other. The Spirit of Diſcord, and 
Divifion, ſurely will be laid afide, when the whole 
Kingdom have profefs'd the utmoſt Loyalty, and 
Affection to our molt Gracious Sovereign; mow, 
that we can never pretend any real. Grievances, 
that will not immediately be redreſs'd; any dan- 


ger of our Property from Arbitrary Power. No- 


thing, certainly, under all theſe happy Circum- 
frances, will hinder us from uniting among our 
felves, - but: ſuch an inveterate Spirit of Sedition, 
fuch an Enmity to the Eſtabliſh'd Government, 
as ought to be expos'd, and rooted out from a- 
mongſt us. So that we are inexcuſable to the laſt 


degree, if we do not heartily join with the Pſal- 


miſt, How good, and how pleaſant it is for Bret hren 
to dwell together in Unity ; and endeavour, with

Thirdly, Unity, Harmony, and Agreement one 3. 

with another, will create an open, fincere, and 

unreſerv'd Loyalty to the Queen, who has an- 

ſwer'd all Objections, and done for the Public, as 

none before Her. A Queen endued with Truth, 

Meekneſs,. and Righteouſneſs, and all other Princely pal. 45- 3: 
. Vertues, not put on upon Occaſion, and then laid 

by ; but are innate, habitual, and conſtant. There 

is no need to repreſent Her by the help of Pliny's 

Panegyric, or Tuly's Oration pro Marcello, ſince 
Her Wiſe, and Auſpicions Government, if but 

juſtly obſerv'd, will give us- a brighter View of 

a Perfe& Prince, than the greateſt Wit,. or Flat- 

tery could ſuggeſt of others : For Flattery is ſuper- 

ſeded here,. where Her whole Adminiſtration is of 

one piece, directed by one ſteady Principle, the 

Pablick Good. Nothing leſs, without ſtifling 

Truth, ought to be affirm'd of Her; for to this 

(not by the Impulſe of Foreign Cauſes,) not any 

hidden by-reſpects, which too often influence the 

appearing good meaſures of other Princes, but 
from a true deſire to reſtore the Tranquility, to 

promote the Intereſt of the Church, and State ; 

to this, I ſay, She devotes Her ſelf ; to this She. 

makes Her Treaſure, Her Reſt, and Pleaſures bend, 

and buckle. And, for theſe Ends, She lays aſide 
all Prejudice, and Affection, that She may be ſerv'd, 

in all Capacitics, by thoſe who are able, and wil- 
ling to contribute to Her main. Deſign, the Proſ-

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petity of Her People. And, as this is evident to 
all in the Choice of Her Council, Her Miniſters, 
and all other Officers whatſoever, ſo in propor- 
tion to the Weight of the War, that is upon Her, 
She made Choice of the Beſt of Generals to Com- 
mand Her Forces z a Man who is above the Temp- 
tation of ſpinning out a War; One, who conſi- 
ders calmly, and refolves maturely, but is ready 
in execution; One, that knows when, and how 
to engage the Enemy ; how to conquer, how to 
purſue his blow, and how to uſe a Victory; One, 
that carries a perfect body of all Martial Know- 
ledge in his Mind, and is always preſent to him- 
ſelf, and ready to dire& (with the beſt Advantage) 
as the preſent Occaſion ſhall require. Under ſuch 
a General, then, with the Bleſſing of God, it is 
no wonder, that ſuch marvellous Things have been 
done ever ſince Her Majeſties Acceſſion to the 
Throne. EE 


4. Fourthly, and Laſtly, If we would be truly 
thankful to God for the Bleſſing of this Day, let 
us refolve to be Obedient to the Queen, and Go- 
vernment, be True and Loyal, Good and Vertu- 
ous, anſwer the End of our Profeſſion ; let us 
rather deny our ſelves our lawful Pleaſures, than 

not advance our Religion, and the Publick Inte- 

reſt of the Kingdom. Let us take care to be harm-
